A sales tax, he continued, 
was justified only when all other 
sources of taxation had been ex- 
hausted and the government still 
was short of revenue,

in the principal cities of the United 
States during 1920, issued. today, 
makes a most distressing showing 
for Atlanta, that city leading in 
high rate every other city in the 
south except Memphis. Of the 66 
leading cities in America Only four 
have a higher death rate from this 
source than Atlanta. 


According to the statement Atlan- 
ta had 44 deaths from motor car 
accidents within the city limits in 
1920 as against only 20 in 1918 de- 
Spite the war and camp activities 
during the latter year. This is a 
death rate of 21.7 on a basis of 
each 100,000 population, as shown 
by the 1920 census. That rate Is 
much higher than New York, which 
is only 13.€, almost double that of 
Philadelphia, which is 12.3; almost 
double that of Birmingham, which 
is 12.7; considerably more than Chi- 
cago, which is 17.3: almost double 
that of New Orleans, which is 12.8, 
and is more than three times heav- 
ier than Richmond, which is 6.9. 


ven St. Louis, the great throbbing 
industrial metropolis of the south- 
west, had a death rate from motor 
accidents of only 13.4 to the 100,- 
000 population, and Houston, Texas, 
had only a 5.7 rate, the lowest in 
the country. 

The only cities leading Atlanta in 
a high death rate from this source 
are Los Angeles, Memphis, Hart- 
ford, Conn., and Youngstown, Ohio.

Macon, Ga., Noveraber °%.—(Spe- 
cial.)J—A warrant was issued here 
this evening charging A. H. Stew- 
art, former city treasurer, with em- 
bezzlement of funds of the city of 
Macon. The warrant was taken out 
by Chief of Detectives Homer Hardi- 
son, after a conference between R. 

Carter, of Atlanta, representing 
the Fidelity and Deposit company, 
of Maryland, and City Attorney R. 
(;, Plunkett. -Though there is a re- 
port current that Stewart has not 
left Macon, and that he has been 
seen on the streets here, detectives 
irom a national agency, assisted by 
local detectives, have been unabie 
Lo Jocate him. 

It developed some time ago that 
the ponding company is said to have 
received information that Stewart's 
expenditures have been far in ex- 
cess of his salary. An investigation 
as to where he was getting his 
money was made. But a _ special 
audit of the treasurer’s books by 
the surety company failed to disclose 
any irregularities. 

Afterward, however, the bonding 
company is said to have expressed 
a desire to be relieved from Stew- 
art’s bond, and it was that fact, it 
is stated, that hastened Stewart's 
resignation a month or so before he 
was scheduled to go out of office. 

As far as can be hbearned Stew- 
art’s shortage still stands at $6,000, 
Tne audit is continuing, but will 
take two weeks before everything 
can be checked. Friends of Stew- 
art expressed surprise today that 
he should leave the city if his short- 
age is confined to 86,000. Several 
of them declared they would have 
chipped in the amount of the al- 
‘eged shortage had they known of 
the treasurer's financial embarrass-

largest individual shippers of cream 
to the Ashburn creamery. In fact, 
all over Dooly and Crisp counties 
much interest is being created in 
the dairy business.

cotton. 

To date we have ginned 5,400 
bales, and the crop will not be 200 
bales more. The average weight 
of these bales is 450 pounds. There- 
fore, our crop will be about 5,100 
bales of 500 pounds each. 

I learn that the bales are thus 
light over the belt. Seven million 
bales ginned will mean about 6,300,- 
000 bales averaging 500 pounds. 

Heretofore the bales ginned have 
averaged about 510 pounds.

EXHAUST GAS POISONING, 


Gasoline vapor itself is compara- 
tively non-poisonous. Only when it 
is imhaled in great concentration 
does it produce bad effects—loss of 
sensation and perhaps convulsions. 
But the exhaust gas of an automo- 
bile or other gasoline engine is 
highly poisonous and has brought 
sudden death to many-victims. The 
lethal effect is due to the carbon 
| monoxide gas in the exhaust vapors. 
| With a carburetor adjusted to give 
a2 rich mixture a larger quantity of 
this deadly poison is produced, In- 
vestigations made by Fieldner for 
the bureau of mines would indicate 
that an automobile engine adjusted 
for a rich mixture produces as much 
as two cubic feet of carbon monox- 
ide per minute. Therefore grave 
peril awaits the thoughtless driver 
who starts the engine on a cold 
morning and aliows it to run for a 
time to warm up in a small, closed 
garage. Life is,endangered in less 
than five minutes, unless a tube 
connected with the exhaust carries 
the poisonous vapors outside, or the 
doors of the garage are kept open. 
“Heart faiiure,” that dear old stand- 
by of the nonchalant coroner, is 
sometimes blamed for sudden death 
from carbon monoxide asph-:xiation. 

Professor Yandell Henderson and 
his associates, studying the prob- 
lem of carbon monoxide asphyxia- 
tion for the United States bureau of 
mines, adopted a standard for esti- 
mating the effect of inhaling air 
polluted with carbon monoxide. It 
is wenerally agreed that bad effects 
may be produced by so little as two 
parts of CO in 10,000 of atmosphere. 
But the time during which this pol- 
luted air is inhaled is an important 
factor. So Henderson et al., multi- 
ply the time of exposure in hours 
by the concentration of carbon mon- 
oxide in parts per 10,000 of air. If 
the product is three or less there is 
no appreciable effect. If it is six 
there is slight discomfort or dis- 
; tress. If it is nine the victim has 
ia headache and maybe some nausea. 
<=: 15 the conditions dan- 
gerous. If more than lo a fatality 
may result. 

The whole poisonous effect of car- 
bon monoxide is due to the combi- 
nation of the gas with the hemo- 
globin of the blood, thus displacing 
or excluding oxygen. The carbon
